Second City Mainstage 
to reopen earlier than 
expected after fire

Second City’s Mainstage Theatre will reopen 
Thursday a few days earlier than anticipated, 
after an extra-alarm fire destroyed the comedy 
company’s Old Town offices last month, a Sec- 
ond City spokeswoman announced Monday 

The first performance at the Mainstage 
Theatre will be a private show for Chicago fire- 
fighters at 8 p.m. Thursday The Mainstage will 
continue with its regular performance schedule 
through the weekend, while the UP Comedy 
Club will begin performances Sept. 22. 

Performances of “Soul Brother, Where Art 
Thou?” at the e.t.c. theater will start Sept. 24. 
Bonny’s Skybox performances will begin Friday 

Second City representatives had previous- 
ly announced the relocation or cancellation 
of all performances in the Mainstage, e.t.c. 
stage and UP theaters through Sept. 20 so 
the cleanup could continue after the Aug. 26 
fire that originated in the neighboring Adobo 
Grill restaurant, 1610 N. Wells St. 

While the theaters were in good condition 
after the blaze, carpet, wiring and lighting had 
to be replaced, Second City CEO Andrew 


Alexander said. 

“We are so excited to be headed back to 
Old Town to begin performances this week,” 
Alexander said in a statement. 

Ticketholders were given the option of 
refunds or rebooking shows. Tickets for all 
performances will be available at SecondCity. 
com and UPComedyClub.com. 

Contributions will be collected after all 


performances through the end of the month 
and will be donated to to the Chicago Fire 
Department Gold Badge Society, which pro- 
vides outreach to the families of firefighters 
and paramedics killed in the line of duty 
Three firefighters, a medic and a building 
employee suffered minor injuries, according 
to a Fire Department spokesman.

The result is a bunch of hard-hitting tracks 
that bring in the best of garage rock (“Sham 
King”) and menacing post-punk that echoes 
acts like Cloud Nothings and the Jesus Lizard 
with a little bit of early Replacements fre- 
neticism (“Network,” “Witchcraft”). It’s this 
winning cocktail that impressed crowds at 
Denver and Chicago’s Riot Fests, some of the 
band’s biggest shows to date. 

“I definitely try not to think about it,” says 
Gac, who recently had to quit his day job to 
pursue the band full-time, of the new atten- 
tion. 

Laughs Wizniak, “I don’t know if we’ve 
been thinking about it too much, but the only 
people we’ve worked with so far, from our la- 
bel to booking agents and press, have been re- 
ally nice.

“We feel super incredibly lucky and terri- 
fied and all those things,” adds Sutter, seem- 
ing surprisingly Zen about what’s likely to 
come— marquee tours, raving press and de- 
cent record sales. “Just to be in a band, make 
records and gig, it’s cool.”

J r he members of Meat Wave sit at Half Acre Beer Co.’s 
North Center taproom, drinking the local brewery’s Meat Wave IPA. 
While the beer has nothing to do with the Chicago trio— the hilariously 
gross monikers both were ripped from the 2003 Onion headline “Dozens Dead In 
Chicago-Area Meatwave”— it feels fitting to meet at a bar for the band’s RedEye 
interview. “I think most of our interviews have been at bars,” says singer-guitarist 
Chris Sutter as he takes another sip of the bitter but balanced drink. “It’s literally 
the best way to do it.” 


After all, Meat Wave’s sophomore album, 
“Delusion Moon,” out Friday (less than a 
week after the group roared at Riot Fest Chi- 
cago), is stuffed with ripping punk rock that 
feels like it’s meant to be experienced live 
in a sweaty basement with a hoppy beer in 
hand. And the group’s three members — Sut- 
ter, 24, bassist Joe Gac, 31, and drummer Ryan 
Wizniak, 28— are so relaxed and friendly in 
person that they seem more like typical post- 
work drinking buddies than one of Chicago’s 
most raucous acts. In fact, the Logan Square/ 
Avondale-based band is so unassuming that 
Wizniak jokes, “We mostly get people telling 
us that we look like IT guys who work at the 
Apple Store.” 

The band started in late 2011, with Sutter 
and Wizniak meeting while playing in a band 
called Truman & His Trophy ‘Around that 
time we wanted to start something fun, some- 
thing totally different,” Sutter remembers. 
“We had written a couple songs and asked 
Joe if he wanted to come play It was all really 
simple.” Within a year, the band already had 
a full-length, self-titled debut to its name and 
slowly became a word-of-mouth mainstay in 
the local punk and house show community 
“With Truman, it was very jokey— we just 
liked to have fun,” Sutter says. “Meat Wave is 
kind of the opposite of that— the music isn’t 
very fun at all.” 

While he might be selling his band short, 
there is underlying anxiety and anger at the 
core of Meat Wave’s material. “When writing 
{“Delusion Moon”}, I was in a really strange 
place in my life where a lot of things were tak- 
ing up my time that I didn’t value and all these 


people were on these wildly different paths in 
life,” explains Sutter, who penned most of the 
album as a disaffected, unsettled journalism 
student at Roosevelt University “It wasn’t a 
pre-planned thing, but I just started writing 
about people or different stories I had heard. 
When we compiled the record, it just seemed 
we were writing about a lot of delusional peo- 
ple— myself included.” 

In many ways, “Delusion Moon” is a col- 
lection of acerbic and satirical looks at the 
insanity and inanity of everyday life. Some- 
times it gets political, like on “NRA,” which 
Sutter wrote about the National Rifle As- 
sociation’s political clout after the horrific 
Sandy Hook shootings. Other times, like on 
“Cosmic Zoo,” Sutter 
turns inward, wonder- 
ing, “Is my brain bro- 
ken?” while the title 
track brings in some 
heady ideas about lu- 
nar cycles and “moon 
sickness.” Elsewhere, 
though, it’s “just about 
going to Devil’s Lake 
{Wis.} and wanting to 
escape Chicago,” Sut- 
ter says of the album’s 
searing, post-punk

highlight “Vacation,” 
the album’s only song that could be called 
“carefree.” 

Though it officially arrives this week, “De- 
lusion Moon” isn’t an entirely new record— a 
handful of songs were on the band’s excellent 
2015 EP “Brother,” and if you’ve recently seen 


MeatWave live, you already know much of the 
tracklist. The band began making the album 
in November 2013, and Sutter says he thinks 
it was finished in spring 2014. “We had no real 
means of releasing it, so we decided to just 
sit on it,” Gac says. After a long wait, the al- 
bum found a home in 
SideOneDummy Re- 
cords, the prominent 
punk label boasting 
Andrew Jackson Ji- 
had, PUP and Chuck 
Ragan. 

The match is a per- 
fect fit, as it’s clear 
Meat Wave’s new 
record has the kind 
of sound that values 
simplicity over stu- 
dio frills— not far off 
from the esteemed 


acts on the label’s roster. Much of that is due 
to Gac, who recorded the album and has pre- 
viously worked on full-lengths by Elgin-based 
punk journeymen the Brokedowns. “There 
wasn’t really too much of a difference in our 
recording process,” he says. “We set up, hit

No precious folk-pop 
act has ever said, 

“You know what 
name would really 
sum up our use of 
banjo?

It’s guaranteed that 
a band with that 
moniker is going to 
be in your face, and 
this Chicago three- 
piece fittingly makes 
lo-fi, scorching and 
aggressive punk that 
manages the difficult feat of coming off as 
both abrasive and likable. 

On “Delusion Moon,” Meat Wave’s second 
proper full-length, following its 2012 self- 
titled debut, the relentless energy and front- 
man Chris Sutter’s snotty-but-not-obnoxious 
sneer might seem like an uninhibited blast 
until you notice the subject matter: This is a 
faux-concept album about everyone (includ- 
ing yourself) seeming absolutely insane. From 
the start, the title track jumps right into a 
pool of anxiety with foreboding lines like, 
“Delusion moon/sun’s never coming up” and 
“Delusion moon/self-employed inside job.” It 
exudes that uneasy feeling that you’re stuck 
and don’t know what you’re doing. 

Throughout, the album lingers at the edge 


of frayed nerves. From failed attempts to 
connect with someone (“I guess it’s on to the 
next megabyte/the light of my life through 
the screen late night” on the soul-crushing 
“Network”) to adding philosophy jokes about 
uncertainty on “Cosmic Zoo” (“Kantian 
doubt has done ’n dug me a ditch/and my 
brain knows it”), the lacerating themes match 
the consistently flailing instrumentation of 
wildly banged drums and thumping bass. 
Sometimes, though, this constant barrage 
fails to turn needed anger into listenable an- 
ger. “Witchcraft” doesn’t really get going until 
its kind-of-funny reveal, “I never meant to 
throw your computer out the window” And 
the endlessly repeating guitar riff on “I Was 
Wrong” sounds like a descent into madness — 
which, to be fair, the band probably meant, 
but it works too well and is tough to endure. 

While “Delusion Moon” is a clear gradu- 
ation for a band that paid its dues bouncing 
around the city’s vibrant DIY scene, the 
unpredictability and physicality of a sweat- 
soaked basement show is still crudely intact 
due to the band’s bassist/sound engineer Joe 
Gac recording the album live. With few, barely 
noticeable overdubs, songs like “Vacation”— 
the only lighthearted effort, literally about a 
summer trip— and the wailing “Erased” make 
enough noise that you’re sure to feel like 
you’re front row at the Empty Bottle.

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‘You’re the Worst’ is the best 
at showing love is hard work

If earlier romantic comedies created the 
scripts that we were all supposed to live by— 
the friends who become lovers, the enemies 
who find out that their differences are really 
similarities, the people who take big chances 
and are handsomely rewarded— the new en- 
trants in the genre are concerned with a more 
complicated, more interesting question: How 
do you build a relationship when you’re not 
sure if you fit one of those scripts, or even if 
you’re worthy of affection at all? 

Into this breach steps “You’re the Worst,” 
FXX’s unromantic comedy about Jimmy 
(Chris Geere), an embittered and possibly 
failed novelist, and Gretchen (Aya Cash), a rap 
publicist, who find that a one-night stand af- 
ter a wedding is turning into something more. 

Stephen Falk’s series embraces his charac- 
ters’ flaws and their self-loathing and mines 
drama not out of the idea that love will fix 
Jimmy and Gretchen or their best friends — 
Edgar (Desmin Borges) and Lindsay (Kether 
Donohue)— but that love is where the hard 
work begins. The show even leaned into its 
deconstruction of classic romances with a 
series of spots for the second season that 
showed Jimmy and Gretchen acting out 
cracked versions of romantic comedy scenes. 

“I think we all have a lot of sort of doubts 
about ourselves and ... our suitability for re- 
lationship,” Falk told the Washington Post in 
August. ‘And certainly our ability and our de- 
serving of being loved. I think a lot of us feel 
unlovable at the end of the day or just bad, or 
dirty or shameful or whatever. And I think 
Jimmy and Gretchen probably have that. But 
they do lack a certain circumspect nature. 
They have a boldness about their needs that I 
think is kind of fun and refreshing.” 

Jimmy and Gretchen moved in together at 


the end of the first season of “Y)u’re the Worst” 
after Gretchen accidentally burned her apart- 
ment down. That season ended with a striking 
pair of shots, doubt creeping over both charac- 
ters’ faces as they hauled boxes of Gret chen’s 
remaining possessions into Jimmy’s house. 

Their growing commitment embodies “all 
of our deep questions about monogamy, and 
our fears about how settling down leads, pret- 
ty much the next step is death,” Falk said. 

The characters’ initial response to living 
together in Season 2 is a partying binge that 
leaves them both completely exhausted. 

“They’re constantly trying to remain as fun 
and young as they have always been,” Geere 
said of Jimmy and Gretchen’s efforts to com- 
bat their fears. “But eventually realizing that 
they have to sacrifice some of that, if not all 
of that, if they want to evolve as a couple and 
have what is commonly known as a relation- 
ship. They have to compromise on an awful 
lot of things, and this series is about them 
struggling with that.” 

“You’re the Worst” feels real because, un- 
like the characters in so many other romantic 
comedies, the characters are actually con- 
fronting the dilemmas the rest of us face, not 
living out gauzy fantasies where they’re divid- 
ed from each other by fake obstacles. They’re 
trying to build something real and with integ- 
rity struggling to craft relationships that meet 
their needs, no matter what anyone else says 
they ought to be doing. 

“I think the alternative to traditional mar- 
riage is non- traditional marriage, non- tradi- 
tional relationships, and I think you just forge 
your own path and you get to decide on your 
own terms what the relationship is,” Cash 
said. ‘And Gretchen and Jimmy’s terms are 
not terms that I would agree to. But they are 
terms that the two of them agree to.”
